WCALL AND HAMILTON

Dealt With Harshly in Report
Partially Completed--
Prosecutions

New York, Feb. 8.—The special com-
mwittee appoibted by the trustees of
the New York Life Ilnsurance Com-
pany i investigate the affairs of that
company today made a partinl report
of its labors 10 the directors., This re-
port deals only with the relntions of
Andrew Hamilton, legizlative agent
with the company, and is a wevere
arralgnment of his methoda.

John A. MeCall, late president of the
New York Life, also comes in for a
share of the committee's criticism. He
is blamed for his methods in connec-
tion with the “burean of taxation and
legislation” during the last ten years
and for allowing Hamilton to pay eus
vast sums without & proper account-
ing. Special attention is called to re
mittances of $§10,000 to Mr. McCall in
London and $134.500 to Hamiiton In
Paris In 1900. The purposes of these
remittances, the commitiee mmys, il
has been unable to ascertain agd rec-
ommends that proceedings be inst-
tuted against Hamilton and MeCall
for an acoounting or repaymwent.

Beside the Jumber Indus-
try, the wood-chopping camps have
aleo been interfered with and reserve
fupplies have run down considerably
because of Inability to get men to go
out to work during the severe weather.
Movement of wood to the railrosd bhas
tlso been a difficult matter.

Mr. White states that mining prop-
erties in and rbout Paradise in the
California district are steadlly forging
their way abead, and that the outlook
for the Industry in that section is al
together wholesome at te present time.

SHAFT HORROR

Twelve Rescued and Six
Dead Bodies Recovered
Searching for Othe=s

Charlestop, W. Va, Feb. 5. —An ex-
plosion in the Parrall mine, nDear
Mount Hope, in Fayette county, about
sixty-five miles east of Charleston, oc-
curred about 3 o'clock this afiernoon.

Twenty-eight men were employed in
the mine at the time of the explosion.

At 10 o'clock tonight twelve of these
bad been rescued allye and one dead
Lody recovered.

The remaining fiftden men, it is ex-
pected, will be reached by momning.

Charleston, W. Va., Feb, 8.—At 1
o'clock this morning the belief is chat

Company. Thirty-nipe men, it bhas
bteen learned, were employed in  the
mineé and only twelve have escaped
alive. At midnight six bodies had
bean recovered near the mouth aof the
mine, and it Iy now certain all the
others in the mine are dead.

MOON UNDER COVER:
THIS HORNING

Total Eclidse Occurred At
105 -- Astronomers on
(easts Disappointed

Washington, Feb. 8.——Bacause of a
heavy snowstorm, officials at the na-
val observatory early tonight gave up
any hope of taking observations of the
eclipse of the moon which began after
midnight and continued for several
bhours. It was ralning hard at mid-
night, with no prospects of clearing
before morning.

San Francisco, Feb, S8 —Observa-
tions of the eclipse of the moon which
began about 9 o'clock tonight, were
pot favorably made tonight opecause
of a storm which set in about 10
o'clock. Astronomers at the several
coast stations reported at mildnight
that none had been able w secure sai-
isfactory reéesults from their trials,
though the latter were not entirely
barren of discoveries. These will be
made public in reports (o be Immedi-
ately compiled. Hundreds of people
in the eity watched for the eclipse dur-
ing the pight, and were greatly dis
appointed because of the turn weather
conditions took.

In this city the first approach of
the eclipse was observed about 10
o'clock, the face of the moom grad-
ually becoming covered, until 1:05 this
morning, when total eclipse occurred.
Many on the streets observed the
eclipse and watched it with Interest
until after 1 o'clock. The sky was
clear after the early part of the even-
ing, when some rain fell. The latter
was heavy during the short time dur-
ing which it lasted. About 1:20 this
morning showers resumed and comtin-
ved through most of the night.

The book's statemeant in this
connection s interesting.

It says:

“Conceding Santa Fe's claim of 1605,
and also paying due veneration to the
antiquity of Si{. Augustine, we claim
priority for Tucson.

“According to authentic records,
Marcos de Niza and the negro, Este-
vanico, explored Arizona in 1538, pass-
ing shrough the Santa Cruz valley
and the Gila settlements. He made
such a wonderful report on the coun-
try, which bhe swore to, that the ques-
tion of establishing a settlement in
that sectlon was seriously considered,
and in 1562 the matier was reported
favorably and the settlement ordered
established.”

The proof of this is sald to be com-
tained in a stuined and time-worn
document written on vellum, signed
by his Catholic majesty, Charles the
First of Spain, and Fifth of Germany,
the successor of Ferdinand and Isa-
belle, the patrons of Columbus, and
countersigned by the Viseruy of Mex-
leo.

The document was discoverad re-
cently among the relics of the ancient
mission San Xavier del Hac, nine
miles south of Tucson, and was for-
warded for safe-keeping to the libra-
rlan at Washington, in whose custody
